Edith  and  I  consider  ourselves  lucky  that  we  can  still 
be  together.  Rigtit  now  we  are  in  good  shape,  relatively,  but  you  will 
see  from  the  enclosed  write-up  that  we  have  had  some  rough  traverses 
in  1992.

I  think  she  had  been  thinking  avout  getting  Arvirifc 
to  come  to  Calgary  as  a  speaker.  Eventually  she  got  Ron  Miller 
froai  Portland,  Oregon,  to  speak  at  the  University  of  Calgary  on 
April  25th.  We  didn't  get  down  to  hear  it,  ?i"|though  3  or  U   or  5 
others  from  Edmonton  did.  Calgary  is  the  only  active  center  in 
Alberta  now.  I  am  no  long  active.  At  78  I  am' definitely  retired.

Yes,  Arvid  will  be  hard/ replace  in  a  lot  of  lives;  most  of 

all  I  am  sure  you  will  find  life  difficult  without  him.  He  wns 
very  talented,  very  energetic  and  creative.   It  would  be  hard  to 
find  a  more  dedicated  Technocrat  that  Arvid.  His  conflict  with 
Spitler  and  his  exclusion  from  Technocracy  served  in  my  mind  to 
condemn  Spitler  and  the  organization.  I  have  difficulty  in  con- 
vincing myself  to  maintain  a  membership  as  long  as  Spitler  and 
his  gang  continue  to  mismanage  the  organization.  But  it  cant 
last  forever  I  keep  telling  myself.  I  know  many  others  feel  the 
same  way. 

Your  letter  served  to  remind  us  of  the  sociable  tines  we 
had  with  you  and  Arvid-  both  here  in  Edmonton  and  in  Seattle.

We  are 
quite  well,  although  Edith  is  continually  in  her  wheel  chair  now.

We  have  been  here  14  months  and  are  still  getting  aclimatized. 

many  nice  aspects  to  Southern  California  and  some  pretty 
le  things.  Hemet  is  a  town  of  about  31,000.  Many  retirees  but 
younger  people  too.  Quite  a  few  Mexican  Americans.  One  bad  thinj 
ving..the  odsters  drive  too  slow  and  the  younger  ones  drive  too 
iraKES  A  dangerous  mixture .. lots  of  auto  accidents. 


We  bought  a  new  Ford  Aerostar  mini  van  in  January.  Like  it  very  much. 
Although  the  dealer  gypped  us  out  of  the  $500.  rbate.  I  nave  been  writing 
a  series  of  letters  to  the  Ford  Motor  Co.  in  Detroic.  It  probably  will 
all  be  futile  but  I  will  have  the  satifaction  of  letting  all  the  executives 
send  me  their  inane  excuses.  I  have  two  more  to  go  and  then  it  will  be 
the  president  of  the  Ford  Division. 

We  also  bought  a  new  electronic  typewriter.  I  am  not  a  typist  but  this 
thing  is  amazing.  If  I  misspell  a  word  the  machine  beeps.  If  I  corrrect  the 
spelling  it  lifts  the  letters  right  off  the  page.  It  also  has  a  mmemory 
which  Pauline  and  I  have  yet  to  learn  to  use.  It  will  store  up  to 
a  full  page  and  print  it  out  incase  we  want  a  copy. 

The  mobile  home  is  a  new  experience  for  us.  There  are  many  good  features 
and  some  that  are  not  so  good.  This  one  is  very  well  insulated  and  has 
double  glazed  windows.  This  makes  it  cooler  in  summer  and  warmer  in  winter. 
The  temperature  reaches  110  to  115  defgrees  F.  in  summer.  This  past  winter 
our  lowest  temp.  was20  F.   The  utilities  are  about  the  same  as  in  Seattle. 
Even  water  and  electricity  are  reasonable.  Food  costs  about  the  same. 
Fresh  produce  is  more  abundant  and  cheaper.  It  should  be  in  this  climate. 

Pauline  and  I  tale  a  swim  in  the  park's  pool  almost  every  afternoon  or 
early  evening.  This  is  a  great  area  for  bicycling.  I  ride  14  or  15  miles 
every  morning. 
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t  but  I   find  it  keeps  me  occupied 


I  believe  you  know  that  Paulne  and  I  resigned  from  Technocracy  in  1980  after 
asking  CHQ   if  we  could  become  MAL/ s  CHQ  refused  and  so  we  resigned  as  it 
was  virtually  impossible  for  me  to  work  with  some  of  the  people  in  Seattle. 
We  made  application  to  become  members  in  Long  Beach.  Local  section  approved. 
CHQ  refused.  No  explanation.  But  in  spite  of  CHQ ' s  attitude  the  local 
group  wants  us  to  work  with  them.  We  will  try  it  for  a  while.  It  is  a 
90  mile  drive  each  way  to  Long  BEach  so  will  get  in  there  only  once  a  month. 


We  agree  Technocracy  is  dying  a  slow  death.  I  feel  CHQ  is  largely 
responsible . Even  though   most  Americans  and  I  suspect   most  Canadians 
disply  little  concern  for  the  social  mess  we  are  in  and  less  for 
any  intelligent  approach  to  social  change,  I  still  feel  that  this 
organization  could  advance  if  we  had   an  aggressive  and  rational  leadership 
Poor  John  Spitler  just  doesn't  have  the  ability.  His  vanity  always  gets 
in  his  way.  Sure  it  is  easy  to  stand  back  and  critisize  others  but 
John  will  never  make  any  mistakes  because  John  will  never  do  anything 
or  let  anyone  else  try. 

If  we  ever  get  up  to  Canada  again  we  certainly  will  contact  you  beforehand. 
And  of  course  you  are  always  welcome  here., should  you  ever  get  doown  this 
way .

Thank  you  for  sending  copies  of  your  resignation  as  Treasure  of 
RD  11353 -A  and  the  position  paper  re  Technocracy's  basic  premise. 
These  arrived  on  April  17,  ten  days  after  postmark.  Terrific 
postal  service  !   Pauline  and  I  were  neither  surprised  nor  dis- 
turbed to  hear  that  you  can  no  longer  continue  as  an  officer  or 
support  the  "revised"  position  of  Tech.  Inc.   For  a  number  of 
years  we  have  felt/the  current  "leadership"  of  Tech  Inc  has  not 
only  been  incompetent  but  somehow  seemed  bent  on  destroying 
what  remnants  of  an  organization  remained.  I  have  a  feeling  that 
John  Spitler  is  in  the  employ  of  the  C.I. A.  or  some  other  agency 
of  suspicious  nature,  ""'fesatty  I  am  unable  to  express  my  thoughts  as 
eloquently  or  as  precisely  as  you  can  but  I  do  have  a  very  close 
kinship  to  your  position  and  to  your  perception  of  Technocracy. 

Since  our  separation  from  Tech.  Inc.  in  1980  we  have  dead  very 
little  of  their  current  magazines  or  other  literature.  Nor  have 
we  been  in  touch  with  members  other  than  you,  Joe  Gibson  of 
Victoria  and  one  or  two  others.  It  seems  that  members  of  Tech  Inc 
in  the  Northwest  U.S.  soon  forget  one  if  he  leaves  the  organization]

the  trend  of  events  on  this  continent  and  around  the  world.  I 
am  quite  convinced  that  this  sad  state  is  .due  to  a  very  large 
degree  to  that  same  inadequate  leadership^:  CHQ .  Perhaps  it  is 
more  accurrate  to  say"  "allegedY  leadership  at  CHQ.  The  few 
committed  members,  such  as  yourself,  have  been  rebuffed,  criticized| 
and  frustrated  so  many  times  it  is  really  quite  remarkable  that 
Tech  Inc  has  any  committed  members  remaining  at  all. 

I  recall  the  discussion  in  your  home  in  Edmonton  in  1977  .  You 
declared  that  what  Technocracy  deeded  most  was  a  new  "Technical 
Alliance" .Duringb  the  years  since  it  has  been  very  clear  to  me 
how  accurrate  and  appropiate  that  stafement  was  and  is. 

You  are  awar€  that  Pauline  and  I  have  been  rather  active  in  the 
Peace  Movement  for  the  past  three  years .  We  have  been  associated 
with  six  or  eight  organizations.  We  sill  are  members  of  3  or  4 
and  actively  participate  or  support  them  financially.   The  growth 
in  membership,  scope  of  activities,  and  impact  of  these  groups 
is  evidence  that  huge  numbers  of  both  Canadians  and  Yankees  are 
concerned  about  the  atate  of  social  affairs  and  are  willing  to 
work  at  making  changes.

are  much  more  limited  than  Technocracy's  but  it  is  quite 
apparent  that  people  arg  beginning  to  "wake  up" .   I  strongly 
believe  that  Technocracy  Inc,  with  its  overall  concept  and  the 
far  reaching  ramifications  of  the  projected  design  could  make 
prodigious  headway   if  new  blood  were  taken  in  and  allowed  to 
function  without  the  interference  of  J.  Spitler  and  company. 
Conditions  in  the  1880' s  are  creating  a  social  ferment  that  needs 
only  intelligent,  decisive  and  positive  direction  to  generate 
a  new  mass  movement  towards  the  real  destiny  of  North  America. 

After  our  trip  to  the  Soviet  Union  in  1983,  we  made  a  sound/slide 
show.  It  contains  about  450  slides  and  the  narration  lasts  about 
1\   hours .   It  has  been  shown  to  a  number  of  groups  and  organ- 
izations in  the  Seattle  area.  One  of  these  groups  is  the  Smerican- 
Soviet  Friendship  Society  which  we  first  heard  about  last  fall 
and  joined  this  year.  The  US -USSR  Friendship  Soc.  has  about 
3,000  members.  The  Canada-USSR  Friendship  Soc.  has  about  5,000. 
On  April  5  we  attended  a  provincial  meeting  of  the  Canada-USSR 
Soc.  in  Vancouver  B.C.  The  Vancouver  brench  was  the  host  for 
the  day-long  seessions . .The  Vancouver  Branch  recently  rented 
and  office  on  Kingsway  about  a  mile  west  of  the  Tech,  Section  HQ . 
Pauline  and  I  found  the  people  very  friendly  and  their  meetings 
were  interesting  and  informative.  They  displayed  none  of  the 
sectetiveness  SXXXXXJ&DC  at  their  membership  meeting  that  Tech. 
Inc  does.  The  principle  speaker  was  Mike  Lucas  the  national 
director  of  the  Canada-USSR  Soc.  He  is  from  Toronto.  They  also 
had  some  special  guests  for  about  an  hour.  The  director-General 
of  the  USSR  Pavichion  at  EXPO  86  came  with  an  entouragw  of  about 
12  persons.  The  Diector-General ,  Vladimir  Klimov,  spoke  in  some 
detail  on  the  exhibits  to  be  presented  at  the  USSR  Pavilion  and 
on  several  special  events  in  Vancouver  during  Expo  that  the  USSR 
will  participate  in.  The  group  of  Russians  later  attended  a 
dinner  and  we  were  able  to  chat  informally  with  them.  I  took 
a  number  of  pictures  at  both  the  meetings  and  the  dinner.  I 
told  Mr.  Klimov  that  if  the  photos  were  any  good  I  would  mail 
him  a  set .  Later  when  he  discovered  that  Pauline  and  I  planned 
to  visit  Expo  in  May  he  gave  me  his  card  and  suggested  that  we 
call  him  when  in  Vancouver  and  stop  in  his  office  at  the  USSR 
Pavilion.  I  plan  to  present  him  with  the  photos  in  person.  T 
Incident ly  the  pictures  turned  out  quite  good.  Iused  Kodak  color 
film  wtih  a  speed  of  ASA  1000.  using  no  flash  indoors.  The 
Vancouver  Branch  invited  us  to  KKD6X  present  our  sound/slide   show 
to  their  entire  membership.  The  date  is  tentaive.  Probably  August 
or  Sept . 

Under  separate  cover  we  are  sending  you  a  cassette  tape  of  an 
address  that  I  gave  way  back  in  1973.  The  title  is  "Technocracy^ - 
The  Strategy  For  Survival" .  The  statistics  are  old  but  I  think 
the  theme  is  good  and  it  gives  a  general  decription  of  my  per- 
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'ception  of  this  matter  of  survival.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
abandoning  the  idea  that  we  can  achieve  an  abundance.  It  still 
isfe  matter  of  the  citizens  of  this  continent  dciding  whether 
we  want  to  accept  social  change  based  on  functional  control  with 
energy  accounting  or  whether  we  <cj.ling  to  the  price  system  and 
face  the  chaos   that  will  ensue  when  the  chiselers  have  tried 
to  capitalize  on  the  last  calamity.  Whether  this  occurs  before 
the  world  is  destroyed   by  nuclear  holocaust  is  simply  speculation.) 
Yes,  the  U.S.  no  longer  holds  the  position  o£  dominace  that  it 
did  40,  30  or  even  10  years  ago.  Although  tremendous  amounts 
of  the  once  vast  storehouse  of  natural  resources  have  been 
squandered   on  price  system  chiseling  for  a  profit,  there  is 
still  much  natural  wealth  left.  The  U.S.  still  is  a  rich 
country  with  a  good  potential.  And  I  never  did  understand  that 
a  "Technate"  was  confined  to  the  U.S. .    I  am  sure  that  a 
Technocracy  can  and  should  be  installed  in  North  America,  and 
that  it  can  and  will  provide  an  abundance  for  every  Noth  American !P| 
Perhaps  the  meaning  of  the  word  abundance  is  cause  for  some 
skepticism.  I  winder  if  J.  Spitlar  has  a  grasp  of  what  "abundance" 
means .  To  me   abundance  does  not  mean  that  we  simply  produce 
enormous  amounts  of  material  goods .  The  price  system  can  do  that . 
The  quality  of  life  in  an  environment  of  abundance  includes 
many  factors  some  of  which  are  not  determined  by  energy  measure- 
ments alone.  We  certainly  can  provide  decent  housing,  better 
education,  first  class  health  care,  safe  transportation,  secrity 
from  crime,  freedom  for  leisure  etc. etc.  ef c .  by  actually 
expending  less  energy  than  we  do  now.  But  Waly.  I  need  not  tell 
this  to  you.  You  already  know.  What  I  am  trying  to  say  is  that 
most  Technocracts  and  that  includes  J.S.  simply  do  not  think  for 
themselves!  I  would  love  to  discuss  some  of  these  matters  with 
you  but  not  in  a  letter.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  live  so  far 
apart . 


Regarding  your  two  papers .. .The  FINANCIAL  CRISIS  and  THE  GINNIE- 
MAE  SITUATION . .Pauline  and  I  agree  they  are  well  written  and 
to  the  point.  However  the  deepening  mire  of  financial  difficulties 
that  could  and  probably  will  precipitate  a  world-wide  financial 
collapse  does  not  demand  the  urgent  attention  that  curbing  and 
reversing  the  nuclear  (and  convential)  arms  race  does.  The  threat 
of  total  destruction  of  the  planet  from  nuclear  holocaust  becomes 
more  imminent  each  day.  XK&X^X  Both  the  vertical  and  horizontal 
proliferation  of  nuclear  weapons  makes  life  on  earth  more  and 
more  tenuous.  The  estimated  stckpiles  of  some  55,000  nuclear 
bombs  are  increasing  by  3  to  5  new  weapons  EACH  day!  The  present 
sHpply  of  these  diabolical  devices  represents  the  explosive 
power  of  several  MILLION  Hiroshimas!  When  man-made   machines  of 
destruction  increase  in  numbers  and  in  magnitude  at  such  rates 
it  is  only  a  question  of  time  before  some  kind  of  catastrophic 
event  happens.  Whether  such  an  event  results  from  accident, 
miscalculation,  technical  flailure,  human  error  or  intent  makes 
little  difference.  The  end  results  will  be  pretty  much  the  same. 
The  consequences  of  a  nuclear  explosion  (not  a  test)  of  any  size 
for  any  reason  are  quite  unprdictable .  The  number  of  "alerts" 
or  "False  Alarms",  is  getting  greater  each  year.  The  U.S.  has 
had  several  •hwefceesP'^suchn  alerts  since  1965.  Because  American 
electronics  and  detection  equipment  is  considered  superior  to 
that  of  the  Soviets  Union  we  can  only  guess  as  to  the  number  of 
alerts  they  have  had. 
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Personally  I  am  grateful  that  the  USSR  seems  to  display  greater 
restraint  in  responding  to  these  things  than  the  leaders  in  the 
U.S.  appear  capable  of.  0ur  trigger-happy  president  and  his   band 
of  "Dr.  Strangelove"  advisors  must  be  stopped  or  we  may  not 
survive.  Every  action  that  Rambo  Reagon  takes  can  lead  to  some- 
thing very  serious.  I  am  not  speaking  of  the  "Star  WarsV  fantasy. 
That  ridiculous  program  has  even  been  X3K  declared  impossible 
even  by  the  presidents  own  military  advisor,  General  Abrahamson. 
Star  Wars  is  not  intended  to  protect  us  it  is  merely  a  grandiose 
&)$[§K]]£  scheme  to  enable  the  government  to  extend  the  welfare 
handouts  to  corporate  business  a  little  while  longer.  The  politici; 
all  seem  to  think  that  people  will  stand  still  for  more   defense 
spending  because  it  means  national  security.  As  the  cut  backs 
in  social  programs  gets  bigger  and  as  more  and  more  segments  of 
thins  society  feel  the  pinch  the  politicians  will  be  in  for  a 
rude  awakening.   The  ominous  aspect  of  "Star  Wars"  is  how  it 
affects  the  American  economy  and  the  economies  of  many  other 
nations  and  what  it  is  doting  to  the  political  and  military 
stability  og  the  world.

Howard  Scptt  said  that  Fascism  was  the  last  ditch  defense  of 
the  price  system.  He  also  said  that  Fascism  was  the  consolidation 
of  all  MiXX  minor  rackets  into  one  major  monopoly.  Whatb  is 
happening  today  in  America  and  all  aronnd  the  world  certainly  3&6XiXX| 
confirms  the  accuarracy  of  his  statements.,  The  merging  of 
companies  of  widely  diverse  natures,  the  forming  of  giant  con- 
glomerates, the  interlocking  of  directorates,  the  joining  of 
transnational  corporations  all  point  to  the  consolidation  of 
which  Scott  spoke.  And  of  course  the  U.S.  is  in  the  uanguard 
of  all  of  these  activities .And  since  the  last  resort  in  all 
attempts  to  perpetuate  the  price  systm  and  mainsain  scarcity 
in  America  is  the  perpetration  of  wars,  our  so-called  leaders 
are  doing  everything   they  can  think  of  to/ignite  international 
disputes  and  create  conditions  for  military  aggression.  They 
would  like  a  state  of  perpetual  war  to  exist,  But  modern  technology! 
is  making  this  very  difficult  to  do  and  to  controll.   Because 
we  have  devised  suchn  awesome  weapons  that  have  so  terrible 
destructive  powers  and  are  almost  impossible  to  control  the 
danger  of  any  of  these  little  wars  escalating  into  all-out 
nuclear  holocaust  hangs  over  the  world  like  the  si^ord  of 
Damocoles .

The  massive 
buil-up  of  arms  threatens  to  explode  into  one   tremendous 
series  of  blasts,  fires  and  radiation  thatb  will  destroy  all 
living  things  in  a  short  time.  This  may  sound  very  pessimistic 
Walt  but  I  do  think  that  changes  can  be  made.  We  simply  have 
£o  keep  working  «tt  it  .   I  am  gratified  to  learn  how  many 
people  are  becoming  concerned  and  alarmed  and  are  beginning 
to  act.  I  still  consider  myself  a  Technocrat.  Our  work  and 
participation  in  these  varied  groups  has  provided  us  with 
the  opportunity  to  introduce  the  idea  of  Technocracy  to  a 
greater  number  of  people.  Many  of  them  do  listen.  The  one  thng 
that  bothers  me  most  is  that  I  cannot  follow  thru  when  an 
individual  does  show  some  interedt  in  the  idea  of  Technocracy. 
I  simply  cannot  bring  myself  to  suggest  they  visit  the  local 
section  or  the  office  of  the  NWT .  And  of  course  writing  to 
CHQ  is  out  of  the  questiom.  So  I  feel  rather  awkward  when 
someone  wants  to  know  if  Technocracy  Inc  is  still  extant. 

Having  rambled  on  and  on  about  what  you  already  are  so  familiar, 
I  had  better  wind  this  thing  up.  Thanks  again  for  keepiing  in 
touch...  I  shall  try  to  do  likewise  in  the  future  but  a  little 
more  often.

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Star  Wars  &  NORAD 


What  is  NORAD? 


In  1958,  Canada  and  the  United  States  signed  the  North  American  Air  Defence  (NORAD)  agreement  to 
jointly  operate  air  defences  of  the  North  American  continent.  However,  with  the  advent  of  large  forces 
of  intercontinental  ballistic  missiles,  defence  against  bomber  attack  became  largely  irrelevent.  The  focus 
of  NORAD  shifted  from  active  air  defences  to  passive  early  warning  against  a  bomber  or  missile  attack. 
Through  its  large  underground  headquarters  beneath  Cheyenne  Mountain  in  Colorado,  NORAD  operates 
a  chain  of  early  warning  radars,  including  the  Distant  Early  Warning  (DEW)  Line.  In  March  1985,  the  U.S. 
and  Canada  agreed  to  replace  the  DEW  Line  with  an  upgraded  North  Warning  System.  This  upgrading 
is  proceeding  at  the  same  time  that  the  U.S.  is  actively  developing  space-based  ballistic  missile  defences, 
or  "Star  Wars".  It  has  recently  been  revealed  that  the  U.S.  is  planning  to  integrate  offensive  and  defensive 
forces,  including  Star  Wars,  into  a  comprehensive  nuclear  war-fighting  capability.  Because  NORAD  closely 
ties  Canada  into  U.S.  nuclear  forces  and  strategy,  there  is  deep  concern  that  Canada  will  be  drawn  into 
Star  Wars  and  nuclear  war-fighting  preparations. 

The  NORAD  renewal 

The  NORAD  agreement  has  been  successively  renewed,  for  periods  of  from  one  to  five  years,  several  times 
since  1958.  The  most  recent  renewal  came  in  1981,  when  two  important  changes  were  made  in  the  NORAD 
agreement.  The  name  of  NORAD  was  changed  from  the  North  American  Air  Defence  Command  to  North 
American  Aerospace  Defence  Command,  and  the  following  important  clause  was  quietly  dropped  from  the 
agreement: 

"Canadian  participation  in  the  activities  of  NORAD's  aerospace  warning  system  does  not 
involve  any  commitment  by  the  Canadian  government  to  take  part  in  an  active  ballistic 
missile  defence  arrangement.'' 


Clearly,  the  ground  was  being  cleared  for  future  involvement  of  NORAD  in  ballistic  missile  defences.  The 
NORAD  agreement  expires  in  May,  1986;  and  is  expected  to  be  renewed  when  Prime  Minister  Mulroney 
visits  Washington  in  March. 

NORAD,  Star  Wars  and  Canada:  3  key  links 

Link  1:  NORAD  Headquarters:  George  Lindsay  of  the  Canadian  Department  of  National  Defence 
recently  testified  that  "should  ballistic  missile  defence  be  deployed,  it  would  be  operationally  desirable  to 
place  it  under  the  operational  control  of  NORAD."  NORAD  is  already  preparing  to  be  the  control  centre  of 
Star  Wars.  In  1985,  the  U.S.  established  a  unified  Space  Command  at  NORAD  headquarters.  The  Space 
Command  is  headed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  NORAD,  and  is  widely  regarded  to  be  the  future 
command  centre  of  Star  Wars.  Canada,  which  jointly  operates  NORAD  headquarters,  is  being  drawn 
into  planning  for  Star  Wars.  A  program  known  as  the  "Strategic  Defence  Architecture  2000" ,  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  NORAD,  will  "develop  and  integrate  planning  for  future  space  and  ballistic  missile 
defences."  Canada  has  been  officially  invited  to  participate  in  this  program. 

Link  2:  Star  Wars  deployments  in  Canada:  As  presently  envisioned,  Star  Wars  will  be  a  multi-layered 
defence  system.  Some  of  the  layers  will  require  space-based  weapons,  while  weapons  for  midcourse  and 
terminal  interception  will  likely  be  land-based.  The  Federation  of  American  Scientists  and  other  experts 
regard  Canada  as  a  likely  staging  point  for  at  least  five  ground-based  Star  Wars  weapons  or  components 
now  on  the  drawing  board.  For  example,  contracts  have  been  awarded,  as  part  of  the  Star  Wars  program, 
to  several  U.S.  companies  to  develop  a  ground-based  missile  called  "Braduskill" .  Because  of  Canada's 
geographical  position  between  the  United  States  and  Soviet  Union,  weapons  such  as  Braduskill  will  have 
to  be  based  in  Canada  to  be  effective.  Such  deployments  will  undoubtably  fall  under  the  umbrella  of 
NORAD. 

Link  3:  Comprehensive  air  defences:  If  Star  Wars  is  deployed  to  defend  against  ballistic  missiles, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  build  comprehensive  air  defences  to  shoot  down  bombers  and  cruise  missiles  that 
can  fly  below  the  space-based  Star  Wars  system.  As  a  senior  U.S.  Air  Force  official  commented:  "If 
you're  going  to  fix  the  roof,  you  don't  want  to  leave  the  doors  and  windows  open."  Again,  for  reasons 
of  geography,  comprehensive  air  defences  would  have  to  be  placed  in  Canada's  north.  The  new  North 
Warning  System  and  the  recently  announced  northern  deployment  of  F-18  fighters  may  be  the  first  steps 
in  the  deployment  of  active  air  defences.  Comprehensive  air  defences  will  require  a  large  American  military 
presence  in  Canada's  north;  and  as  a  recent  Senate  study  stated:  "NORAD  provides  Canada  with  a  means 
of  legitimizing  the  American  presence." 


The  hidden  connection 

The  importance  and  sensitivity  of  the  NORAD/Star  Wars  linkage  is  evident  from  the  secrecy  displayed 
by  the  Government  on  this  issue.  The  secrecy  began  in  1981  with  the  quiet  removal  of  the  clause  from 
the  NORAD  agreement  that  restricted  Canadian  involvement  in  ballistic  missile  defence.  Since  then,  the 
Government  has  provided  very  little  information,  and  made  very  few  public  statements,  about  NORAD 
and  the  connection  with  Star  Wars.  When  the  Government  does  say  something,  it  simply  denies  there 
is  a  linkage  despite  the  strong  evidence  to  the  contrary.  Important  information  has  been  withheld  from 
the  Parliamentary  committee  studying  the  NORAD  renewal.  Finally,  it  has  been  revealed  that  the  U.S. 
has  stopped  releasing  non-classified  information  about  NORAD  under  its  Freedom  of  Information  Act. 
According  to  U.S.  arms  researcher  William  Arkin,  this  action  was  requested  by  the  Canadian  Government. 

What  can  we  do? 

If  the  impending  integration  of  NORAD  with  Star  Wars  goes  ahead,  then  Canadian  involvement  in  NORAD 
will  be  equivalent  to  direct  participation  in  Star  Wars  itself.  To  prevent  this  integration  from  occurring,  we 
must  exert  the  same  intense  political  pressure  that  earlier  forced  the  Government  to  not  directly  participate 
in  Star  Wars  research.  The  NORAD  renewal  period  presents  a  timely  and  important  opportunity  to  build 
pressure  on  this  issue.  However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  many  of  the  key  decisions  integrating  NORAD 
with  Star  Wars  will  take  place  after  the  renewal  period  is  over.  Therefore,  pressure  is  needed  both  before 
and  after  the  NORAD  renewal  early  in  the  spring  of  1986.  Specifically,  we  need  to  urge  the  following  5 
measures: 

1.  Reinsertion  of  the  clause  dropped  from  the  NORAD  agreement  in  1981. 

2.  The  shortest  possible  renewal  period  for  the  NORAD  agreement. 

3.  A  full  Parliamentary  debate  on  NORAD. 

4.  No  Canadian  participation  in  the  "Strategic  Defence  Architecture  2000". 

5.  No  comprehensive  air  defences  deployed  in  Canada. 

Your  active  participation  is  crucial  if  we  are  to  succeed  in  convincing  the  Government  to  adopt  these  five 
points.  Write  and/or  visit  your  M.P.  Write  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  leaders  of  the  Opposition  parties. 
Write  letters  to  newspapers.  Get  better  informed.  Talk  to  your  friends,  relatives  and  colleagues  about 
Star  Wars  and  NORAD.  Pass  a  resolution  in  your  organization  and  send  it  to  the  Government.  Support 
the  Stop  Star  Wars  Campaign  in  your  area  with  your  time  and/or  money.  For  further  information,  and 
to  make  donations,  contact:

It  has  been  so  long  since  I  have  written  you  I  must  apologize 
for  the  long  long  delay.

When  I  was  supplying  vu  graphs  to  five  others  I  kept  a  supply  of  diazo 
film  on  hand.   A  package  now  costs  $15  for  the  smallest  size  which  contains 
25  sheets.   Because  I  used  seven  colors,  this  meant  an  inventory  of  more 
than  $100  in  diazo  film.   Added  to  that  was  cost  of  frames,  tape,  ammonia  etc 
which  cost  upwards  to  $50.00.   I  am  not  developing  new  vugraphs  and  you 
are  the  only  person  who  asks  for  copies  anymore.   Therefore  I  may  not 
replenish  my  supply  of  materials.   I  feel  badly  about  this,  Walt.   I  do 
not  want  to  cut  off  your  supply.   I  will  check  out  the  cost  of  getting 
diazo  foils  made  one  by  one  to  see  if  I  can  supply  you  vu  graphs  from  my 
masters  from  time  to  time. 


I  hope  you  don't  feel  I'm  a  louse  for  dropping  this  activity,  but  I  feel 
so  isolated.      has  never  been  any  encouragement  and  definitely  has 
never  taken  any  initiative  in  developing  the  use  of  vu-graphs .   The  local 
Techs  offer  lip  service  but  that  doesn't  help  much.   How  I  wish  there 
was  someone,  just  one,  alert,  intelligent  Technocrat  in  Seattle  with 
whom  I  could  work.  I  would  like  so  much  to  join  in  with  someone  with 
the  initiative  and  guts  to  work  on  better  ways  to  present  Technocracy's 
story,   There  is  not  one  person  in  Seattle  who  has  the  ability,  desire 
or  courage  to  do  anything  constructive  or  original.  <  I  see  opportunities 
all  around,  where  we  could  make  some  progress  but  am  too  limited  to  do  it 
alone. 

Your  description  of  the  Singer  "Caramate"  sounded  good.   When  I  bought 
the  Bell  &  Howell  slid/sound  projector  4  yrs .  ago  it  cost  less  than  $500. 
Today  they  are  over  $700  (see  enclosed  sheets).   I  suspect  prices  in 
Canada  are  higher  than  in  U.S.   I  bought  the  3  &  II  on  recommendation 
of  the  Photo  &  Sound  Co.   They  handle  several  brands,  but  use  only 

3  8c   H  for  rentals.   I  do  not  understand  your  problems  with  the  140  slide 
tray  (letter  of  Oct.  24).   I  have  been  using  140  slide  trays(Eastman) 
right  along.   No  problems.   In  fact  the  140 *s  work  better  than  the  80 's 
as  the  narrower  slots  seem  to  keep  slides  straighter  and  they  get  hung 

up  less  often.  The  plastic  ones  work  better  than  cardboard  as  they  do  not 
bend  or  get  dog-eared.   Plastic  mounts  fit  Eastman  140  trays. 

Regarding  your  request  (24  Nov.)  for  35  mm  slides  #1  thru  37  plus  #41, 
51  &  134,  I  shall  get  to  these  as  soon  as  I  can- -perhaps  in  the  next 
couple  weeks . 

My  apologies  for  this  delay  but  I  developed  a  bad  cold  right  after 
returning  from  China.   Incidentally,  I  was  sick  in  China  too... spent 

4  days  in  a  hospital  in  Shanghai,  but  am  okay  now.   I  have  a  slide  show 

of  the  trip  that  includes  480  pix . . working  on  script  &  recording  at  present 


Give  our  love  to  Edith  and  say  hello  to  Jack  Gregory  and  others   for  us. 
I  sure  wish  we  had  a  couple  of  your  people  here  in  Seattle. 

We  are  expecting  our  younger  son  for  Christmas.   He  is  on  terminal  leave 
and  will  officially  retire  from  U.S.  Air  Force  in  January  1983  (20  vrs 
service) .  r

Greetings  Arvid: 

Here  goes  for  a  quick  note.  I^st  evening  I  arranged  for  a  demonstration 
of  the  Singer  Caramate  machine,  using  your  slide  and  tape  presentation.  The 
demonstration  included  projecting  slides  onto  a  translucent  piece  of  tissue 
pager  on  our  front  window  and  setting  up  an  extension  speaker  outside  the 
office.  Several  members  seemed  impressed  with  the  attention-getting  effective- 
ness of  the  idea.  I  have  in  mind  being  able  to  run  short  sequences,  often 
repeated,  when  the  students  are  thronging  outside  our  windows.  I  am  not  sure 
just  how  much  audio  we  can  arrange  on  the  outside,  but  it  is  worth  a  try.  Our 
location  is  quite  exceptional  for  such  presentations.    The  machine  was  also 
demonstrated  projecting  onto  a  standard  screen  and  onto  its  own  screen.  Comments 
were  favorable. 

The  machine  we  have  in  mind  is  a  used  one,  having  been  a  rental  unit,  and 
i3  available  for  about  2/3  price.  Together  with  accessories  it  comes  to  £743  • 
Financing  it  will  be  a  strain,  but  as  Jack  Gregory  says:  "Are  we  serious,  or 
not?" 

We  are  entirely  dependent  upon  you  for  the  visual  materials  we  are  using:. 
Vu-graph  slides  for  overhead  projection,  and  now  for  the  35  mm  slides.  So  we 
are  ^oing  to  be  urging  you  on  to  keep  up  the  good  work. 

Right  now  we  need  some  repeats  on  Vu-graph  slides,  which  have  faded  with 
constant  use.  They  arc  never  exposed  to  light,  sunlight  or  other,  but  have 
faded  from  use  in  our  overhead  projector.  They  are  used  at  least  once  a  week, 
and  some  are  left  on  the  machine  to  attract  attention  of  pas3ers-by  in  the  Mall. 
We  need  replacements  for  No.s  1,  4  and  20.  Can  you?  I  may  get  around  to  sug- 
gesting amendments  are  further  development  of  other  slides,  but  not  now. 

We  also  need  35  mm  copies  (or  substitutes)  of  the  following  Vu-graph 
alides:  ^o.s  1  through  37,  plus  41f  51  and  13-4.   These  will  enable  us  to  make 
up  both  short  sequences  and  longer  lecture  series  as  Introduction  to  Technocracy.

It  should  be  quite  an  experience  and  I  hope  you  enjoy  it  greatly, 

I  received  yr.ur  last  note  dated  3  Oct.  and  had  previously 
received  the  box  of  slides,  tape  and  listing,  all  OK, 

First,  the  matter  of  payment,  I  sm  enclosing  a  Money  Order 
for  ^100.00  US  as  some  compensation  for  your  costs  and  your  efforts. 
As  far  as  I  know  you  are  the  principal,  if  not  the  only,  source  of 
suitable  audio-visual  support  available  to  the  organisation  on  this 
continent.

We  htve  been  telling  ourselves  for  ye?.rs  that 
we  have  the  answers  to  the  nrice  System  crisis  sad  ±5ce  what  must  be 
done  about  it*  let  there  is  very  little  evidonco  that  we  tske  our- 
selves seriously  enough  to  get  our  act  together.  I  think  we  must 
at  least  make  the  attempt.  If  there  is  no  'crash',  no  emergency,

I  guess  we  can  re-tape  your  show  to  fit  one  80-slide 
tray,  rnd  <=.void  interruptions. 

In  respect  to  the  show  Itself,  I  think  it  is  good,  as  far  as 
it  goes.  Other  comments  are  favorable  too.  ''e  expected,  I  think, 
more  of  it  on  the  ''rice  System  analysis  and  Technocracy's  synthesis. 
But  no  doubt  that  is  coming.  This  one  is  largely  devoted  to  an 
introduction  to  science  as  presented  also  in  the  Study  Course.  We 
will  be  looking  forward  to  any  further  programs  that  you  nipht  be 
undertaking.

Its  over  two  months  since  I  received  Aprid's  last  letter,  dated 
1  June,     I  can  only  plead  that  I  have  been  swamped  with  a  multitude 
of  pre  S3ing     obligations,  both  personal  and  social.     This  pa3t  year 
has  been  one  of  exceptional  busyness,  much  of  it  not  of  my  own  choosing, 
but  hard  to  escape.

Again  it  seems  obvious  that  the  ever  increasing  interest 
burden  imposed  by  the  ever  increasing  debt  load  can  only  be  met  by 
increases  in  the  prices  of  the  physical  "pgadwotioB  stagnating  physical 
p  roduction.     In  other  words,  inflation  cnn   te  described  as  a  siiple 
equation    between  the  dobfc  load  increasing  debt  load  and  the  stalled 
growth  pattern.     All  the  millions  of  words  of  the  politicians  and 
economists  just  add  to  the  confusion  and  frustration  of  the  pu  blic, 
while  the  status  quo  clings  to  power.

You  may  have  wondered  why  the  long  delay  in  answering  your  17  March  note. 
There  is  no  valid  excuse.   I  just  procrastinated  over  &  over. 
I  did  have  the  flu  for  a  couple  of  weeks  and  that  was  follrwad  by  a 
very  painful  "boil -like"  infection  in  the  eyebrow  above  my  blind  eye. 
Pauline  &  I  have  attended  quite  a  few  meetings  and  have  had  several  in 
our  home.   But  I  definitely  was  not  so  busy  that  the  delay  in  writing 
you  is  justified. 

Enclosed  is  the  vu-graph  taken  from  the  NWT  article.   I  started  work  on 
this  about  6  different  times  and  then  stopped.   Just  couldn't  get  enthused 
about  it.   Not  because  of  your  sketch  but  because  it  was  in  an  article  by 
Rolf  Johanssen.   He  is  one  of  the  more  outspoken  and  incompetent  of  the 
local  Technocrats,  in  my  opinion.   I  hesitated  on  the  vu-graph  because 
of  little  confidence  in  data  Johanssen  is  likely  to  present.  These  data 
may  be  perfectly  correct  and  accurate,  but  Johanssen' s  article  certainly 
doesn't  answer  in  any  way  the  story  on  automation  that  was  reprinted  in 
the  NWT.

You  mentioned  35  mm  slides  and  said  you  would  like  a  complete  set  that 
'I  havp  pertaining  to  Technocracy.   Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  the  booklet 
"The  Scientific  Method"  which  is  essentially  the  introduction  to  Technocracy 
per  the  old  study  course.   I  believe  I  gave  you  a  copy  of  the  earlier 
version  when  you  were  in  Seattle  last  summer.   The  enclosed  copy  has  a 
new  cover  and  also  has  reproductions  of  slides  making  up  the  sound/slide 
presentation.   I  realize  the  pix  are  not  very  sharp  as  they  are  xerox  copies. 
The  black  numbers  are  merely  the  order  of  the  slides  in  the  presentation; 
red  numbersare  vu-graph?  numbers  from  which  the  35  mm  slides  were  made. 
Where  there  is  no  red  number  as  #1,19,29  etc,  it  indicates  there  is  no 
corresponding  vu-graph.

Dear  Walt: 


Received  your  letter  of  30  Sept.  last  Sat.  10  Oct.    The  mail 
definitely  has  slowed  down... 10  days  for  a  letter  between  Edmonton 
and  Seattle  certainly  does  not  indicate  efficient  postal  service, 
does  it?   I  suppose  it  is  not  the  lack  of  know-how  or  equipment  but 
simply  price  system  bureaucratic  bungling  and  indifference  of 
paid  personnel . 

I  appreciate  the  remittal  of  the  money  order.   When  I  wrote  you 
regarding  the  vu-graphs  it  was  not  intended  to  "bug"  you  for  the 
money  but  to  ascertain  whether  the  package  had  been  delivered  or 
lost.   Thanks  again,  although  I  regret  you  must  pay  for  these  things 
personally;  was  under  the  impression  Jack  Gregory,  Ross  Deacon  and 
ipthers  were  carrying  their  share  of  the  expenses. 

We  are  sorry  to  hear  of  all  the  health  problems  that  have  plagued 
you  the  past  few  months .   Pauline  and  I  both  hope  and  pray  that 
Edith's  condition  ameliorates.   She  wrote  us  a  very  nice  thank  you 
letter  in  August.   Please  give  her  our  regards.   And  you  must  slow 
down. . .your  obligation  to  Edith  and  to  yourself  should  come  first 
and  other  matters  can  be  left  to  fit  your  convenience. 
We  are  fortunate  healthwise  for  now.   My  blind  eye  has  bothered 
me  some... it  seems  to  be  susceptible  to  dryness,  dust  etc.   So 
far  not  serious. 

Reo  McCaslin  of  San  Francisco  was  in  Seattle  on  11  October  to  lecture. 
The  local  section  rented  a  hall  and  advertised. . .attendance  was  only 
20... all  members.   Too  bad.   Reo  gave  a  fairly  good  presentation 
but  it  really  was  wasted  as  no  outsiders  were  present.   Public  lectures 
just  do  not  attract  people  these  days. 

Your  mention  of  Plato  computerized  learning  systems  and  the  Telidon 
videotex  systems  sounds  very  interesting.   I  do  not  know  much  about 
either.   That  sort  of  technology  no  doubt  represents  the  coming 
thing/  yes,  send  me  literature  on  it  if  possible. 

I  also  enrolled  in  the  local  Community  College;  taking  2  courses, 
as  an  auditor,  not  for  credit .Senior  citizens  can  sit  in  on  these 
courses  for  $5.00  per  course.   It  really  is  not  fair  to  the  young 
who  must  pay  $13  per  credit  hr.   The  2  courses  I  am  in  are  5  hrs 
and  3  hrs,  which  means  a  young  student  must  pay  $104  while  I  pay 
only  $10.    Ohe  class  is  a  repeat  of  "basic  video  production" 
that  I  took  2  yrs .  ago.   Reason  for  this  enrollment  is  to  try  to 
keep  abreast  of  changes  occuring  so  fast  in  electronics.   The 
second  class  is  photography,  silk  screen  printing  and  process  camera 
operation.   I  am  taking  this  to  have  access  to  equipment  and  facilities 
at  the  school. 


In  video  class,  by  the  way,  one  of  the  discussions  was  on  new  processes 
and  new  products.   Don  Moore,  the  electronics  engineer  teaching  this 
class,  described  a  new  "vest  pocket  TV  set"  that  has  been  built  in 
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prototype  and  will  probably  be  on  the  market  in  a  year  or  two.  It 
is  actually  a  portable  TV  receiver  that  you  can  carry  in  your  coat 
pocket.  Measures  about  3V'x  10"x  V  thick,  is  battery  operated, 
solid  state  micro  electronics.  View  screen  or  field  is  about  2  in. 
square... no  picture  tube.  Moore  says  it  probably  will  market  for 
$800  to  1000  when  introduced;  then  a  year  later  down  to  $150.  And 
then  when  the  market  gets  pretty  well  saturated  they  will  sell  for 
about  $29.50! 

We  decided  to  take  another  crui se  this  fall.   We  are  booked  for  a 
two  week  cruise  in  the  Caribbean  on  the  "Nordic  Prince",  one  of 
three  ships  operated  by  Royal  Caribbean  Cruise  Lines,  a  Norwegian 
operator.   The  round  trip  flight  from  Seattle  to  Miami,  Florida  (where 
we  embark)  is  included  in  the  package.   We  will  visit  8  ports... 
7  different  islands  and  the  city  of  Caracas  in  Venezuala,  S.A.   We 
leave  Seattle  Nov.  20th  and  return  home  Dec.  5.   Pauline  and  I 
are  quite  excited  about  the  trip.   Hope  to  make  a  slide  show  of  it. 

Oh  yes,  about  the  book"Dimensions  of  Change'.' .  .my  copy  was  sent 
back  to  the  publisher  by  the  local  book  store.   They  replaced  it  but 
guess  what?  The  replacement  is  just  about  as  bad  as  the  first  copy. 
It  too  is  falling  apart.   Pat  had  the  same  experience.   The  book 
store  manager  said  they  do  not  stitch  and  glue  books  like  they  used 

to new  method  uses  only  glue.   I  don't  believe  it  would  be  worth 

the  postage  for  you  to  mail  your  copy  back.  When  mine  gets  too  bad, 
I  shall  simply  take  the  pages  out,  punch  holes  in  them  and  make  a  loose 
leaf  binder  out  of  it. 

And  I  want  to  thank  you  for  sending  back  the  xerox  copy  of  the 
manual  on  overhead  projection  that  I  loaned  you.... it  arrived 
in  the  mail  several  weeks  ago.   Thanks.

.'rvid,  I  did  indeed  receive  the  32  vu-gryphs  that  you  so  promptly 
made  up  and  sent  to  me.  I  was  surprised  and  pleased  at  getting  them 
so  soon.  I  realize  that  it  would  entail  a  lot  of  work.  And  they  are 
3uperbJ.   I  consider  the  price  a  bargain.  I  just  hope  they  get  a  lot 
of  use.  I  am  paying  for  them  myself,  as  I  did  all  the  others.  I  foel 
that  we  must  have  something  in  the  way  of  visual  material  to  use  at 
our  meetings  if  we  expect  to  build  a  Unit  and  a  Section.  It  is  sort 
of  'venture  capital'  investment.  Perhaps  further  down  the  road  the 
resources  of  the  unit  will  handle  such  expenditures.  There  must  be 
much  greater  investment  in  audio-visual  resources  if  we  are  to  play  the 
role  we  anticipate.  I  know  you  understand  and  are  acting  on  that  premise. 

I  apologise  for  not  being  more  prompt  in  payment.  It  has  been  a 
matter  of  time  and  priorities  I  guess.   Ifelt  a  letter  should  go  with 
the  Money  Order,  but  I  found  my  personal  involvements  were  such  that  I 
seemed  unable  to  get  the  letter  written.  My  Mother,  96  yrs.,  went  into 
the  hospital  in  Winnipeg  in  mid— July  in  critical  condition.  Eventually 
we  made  a  trip  by  air  to  see  her  when  she  had  recovered  some  degree  of 
response.  My  sister,  a  nurse,  keeps  us  informed,  and  she  is  still  hanging 
on  by  b   thread.  At  the  ssme  time,  ray  property  at  Buffalo  Narrows  -  some 
4.50  miles  northeast  of  here,  went  &t  vacant  while  I  was  out  at  the  coast. 
That  necessitated  a  trip  and  a  lot  of  work  to  restore  the  place.  I  must 
go  there  again  very  soon.  A  burden  and  an  expense.  We  had  urgent 
business  with  some  prooerty  at  Cold  Lake  and  spent  some  time  there,  too. 
In  the  meantime,  the  office  in  the  HUB  required  attention  -  I  seem  to  be 
the  one-man  staff  there.  It  is  a  shaky  operation,  but  I  think  an  important 
one,  and  I  will  try  to  keep  it  going  until  support  can  help  me. 

Another  complication  that  came  unbidden  into  my  life  is  the  position 
of  Chairman,  pro  tern,  of  the  Education/  Committee  of  the  Alberta  Council 
on  Aging,  a  provincial  govt,  agency.   With  government  funds  we  supported 
a  local  pilot  project  for  assisting  Senior  Citizens  getting  involved  in 
various  educational  opportunities.  My  Committee  is  a  half  dozen  other 
seniors  active  in  this  area,  plus  about  IS  volunteers,  manning  a  project 
set-up  down- town  3  mornings a  weekj  plus  various  supporting  functions, 
such  as  advertising,  committee  meetings,  reports,  etc.  etc.  They  seemed 
to  need  my  support  and  my  knowledge  of  university  and  educational  facilities. 
I  hops  there  is  a  spin-off  of  contacts  that  will  give  me  opportunities  to 
present  Technocracy.  I  have  had  some  results  already  in  that  direction. 
But  it  is  a  diversion  and  an  overload  right  now.  I  hope  they  find  some- 
one else  for  Chairman  soon. 

Edith  has  been  having  great  difficulty  in  maintaining  any  mobility  at 
all.   It  is  mostly  by  wheelchair  now,  when  we  leave  the  house,  and  lately 
even  in  the  house.  This  week  I  get  all  the  meals,  etc.  She  can  hardly 
get  out  of  bed  at  all.  But  there  are  signs  she  may  improve  with  one  of 
those  characteristic  remissions,  however  slight. 
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Now  these  are  just  some  of  the  complications  that  seem  to  fill  my 
life  lately.  The  stress  has  been  getting  to  me,  and  this  past  week  I 
have  been  restricted  by  a  severe  cold.  A  prime  objective  of  min^  right 
no'.-r  is  to  slow  down  and  reduce  some  of  my  obligations  if  I  can. 

Before  I  go  further,  I  wanb  to  thank  you  and  Pauline  very  much  for  the 
great  hospitality  that  you  profierr'ed  to  us  at  Seattle.  We  both  enjoyed  it 
very  much.  It  was  productive  too.  I  enjoyed  meeting  Pat  fJaterson  and  have 
since  had  a  note  from  him.  Both  you  and  he  ask  about  the  binding  of  the 
book  that  I  bought  from  him.  Sure  enough,  the  binding  has  started  to  eorr.e 
jsk   aoart  end  the  pages  to  fall  out.   So  I  guess  I  will  pack  it  up,  first 
chance,  and  hope  for  a  better  copy  eventually.  I  thought  it  was  quite  a 
good  book,  although  it  misses  the  boat  in  our  view  in  some  respects,  eh? 

We  have  not  really  got  our  winter  program  going  yet,  at  the  HUB  office.

I  wi  LI  try  to  arrange  to  send  you  some  material  on 
it.   I  think  it  has  a  great  future.  I  spent  a  few  minutes  on  a  terminal 
at  the  Canadian  Govt.  Service  Gentre  downtown  recently.  There  is  no  com* 
puter  centre  in  Edmonton  yet. 

It  will  be  s  lon^  time,  if  ever,  before  these  comouter-driven  systems 
replace  the  conventional  systems  of  printed  words,  slides,  tapes,  etc. 
But  it  may  not  be  long  before  they  earn  a  place  in  the  spectrum  of  systems 
that  we  must  consider  as  mediums  for  our  subject  material.  I  know  you 
will  be  interested,  along  with  rce,  in  orienting  to  these  innovations.

I  was  told  by 
the  local  P.O.  that  the  embargo  would  be  lifted  on  Aug.  16,  so  mailed 
the  package  to  you  on  that  date. ..first  class,  since  this  was  only 
50  or  ^0  cents  more  than  parcel  post.   I  thought  first  class  would 
be  faster  and  safer  so  did  not  insure  the  package. 

I  haven't  heard  from  you  ,  so  am  rather  anxious  and  wonder  if  the 
package  ever  reached  you.

finite  in  a  cosmic  sense.  But  that  is  not  a  contemporary  or  a  prospective 
problem.   In  a  strictly  nationalistic  sense,  some  resources  in  the  US 
can  be  regarded  as  in  short  supply  under  present  techniques  and  rules. 
Tin,  for  instance,  always  has  been.  But  continental  resources  are  much 
more  adequate.  And  of  course  they  can  be  supplemented  by  trade.  I  think 
we  haven't  really  begun  to  exploit  low  grade  ores,  either.   It  is  easier 
to  trade.  America's  economic  potential  cannot  be  delimited  by  particular 
scarcities  or  shortages.   It  is  America's  total  economic  potential  that 
must  be  kept  in  mind.   (Keep  in  mind  what  societies  such  as  Germany  and 
Japan  can  do  with  extremely  limited  resources.) 

And  that  brings  me  to  another  point  of  significant  difference  between  my 
view  -  my  understanding  -  and  the  current  official  'line'  of  tuis  organi- 
zation.  'Technocracy'  is  a  technique  for  the  distribution  of  abundance 
eqi$Lly  to  all  citizens,  and  was  so  conceived  and  designed  by  Scott  and 


the  original  founders. 


'Price  System',  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  tech- 


nique for  the  differential  distribution  of  scarcity.  The  conver/se  is 
also  true.   If  we  are  faced  with  a  sustainable  abundance,  Technocracy 

must  be  used.   If  we  are  faced  with  continuing  scarcity,  Technocracy 
cannot  be  used. 
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The  term  'abundance*  needs  definition,  I  think.  See  para.s  6  &  7/of  the 
enclosed  Brief  to  a  local  Provincial  Government  Advisory  Committee.  It 
would  be  pointless  to  substitute  terms  such  as  'ample'  or  'sufficient' 
or  'plenty'.  They  are  all  synonyms  of  each  other.  Scott  used  the  term 
•abundance'  advisedly,  you  may  be  sure.   The  revisions  that  are  being 
gradually  initiated  by  CHQ  the  last  several  years  are  nothing  short  of 
a  disaster  and  can  well  be  fatal  to  the  organization,  in  my  view.

You  must  think  me 
very   derelict  or  indifferent  or  both  not  to  have  replied  to  your 
letters  of  JjfijfAug  BO  and  5  Jan  81.  Believe  me,  the  delay  reflects 
the  importance  I  attach  to  the  matters  you  write  about.   I  am  very 
concerned  and  interested  that  your  initiatives  (along  with  the  others 
involved)  get  the  utmost  attention  and  development  and  I  want  very 
much  to  participate. 

When  I  retired  and  became  active  again  in  the  organization  and 
moved  to  rxlmontnn  from  C^ld  Lake,  I  undertook  to  set  up  a  Unit  here 
using  the  remnants  of  the  old  organization  still  in  evidence.  To 
this  venture  I  tentatively  assigned  5  years;  roughly  age  ^$  to  70  yrs. 
Four  years  are  now  up,  and  we  have  a  Unit  in  place.   I  have  played  a 
central  part  in  this  process,  and  if  I  withdrew  I  am  sure  the  structure 
would  «B±ixpx*  have  collapsed.   3o  the  routine  supnort  that  the  office 
and  the  Unit  required  up  to  now  fell  mainly  to  me.  That  may  change, 
I  hope.   Jack  Gregory  has  retired.   Ross  Deacon  may  retire  again  for 
2nd  or  third  time.  Jack  Miles  will  retire  in  a  year.  WL.   real  interest 
in  the  organization  is  probably  writing (and  research).   mat  adds  up 
to  'education',  if  I  can  ever  get  to  it. 

One  of  the  complications  that  seemsto  limit  my  effort/  is,  of 
course,  Edith's  health.  Right  now  she  is  in  very  poor  shape  -  bed- 
ridden and  almost  helpless.  Her  MS  seems  to  have  worsened  over 
the  last  two  weeks.   But  by  next  week  she  may  be  back  on  her  feet 
and  I  will  be  a  little  freer.  I  am  writing  this  at  home,  between 
chores.   The  office  gets  scant  attention  right  now. 

I  did  not  receive  your  first  letter,  dated  3  Aug,  until  25  Aug. 
because  I  was  out  of  town.  You  will  remember  that  I  phoned  you  to 
explain  I  could  not  make  it  to  Vancouver,  much  as  I  would  have  liked 
to  meet  you  there.  Your  letter  described  the  new  materials  you  have 
been  preparing.   I  think  I  can  say  that  we  would  be  glad  to  get 
copies  of  all  your  material,  sight  unseen.   We  have  the  cash  resources 
on  hand  right  now  to  pay  for  any  such  materials  that  you  can  send  us. 
Moreover  we  can  either  buy  or  rent  or  borrow  the  equipment  to  use 
such  materials. 

Calgary  members  brought  back  copies  (?)  of  your  video  tapes 
and  sent  us  these  or  derived  copies.  Before  we  arranged  to  view  them 
they  borrowed  them  back,  and  have  since  returned  them  to  us  again. 
We  still  haven't  viewed  them.   I'm  not  sure  who  owns  them,  or  who 
we  should  pay,  for  what,  and  how  much.  So  you  see,  perhaps  you  should 
deal  directly  with  us  -  or  me  -  to  keep  the  business  end  straight. 
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Je  had  a  visit  from  John  Waring  of  Washington,  D.C.  (lately  of  Arling- 
ton, Ya.)  on  15  Jan.   A  Calgary  member  -  Dr.  Helen  Diemert  -  drove  him  up 
from  that  City.  They  stayed  at  our  place  Thursday  and  Friday  nights,  and 
went  back  to  Calgary  on  Saturday.   Wiring  did  a  press  interview,  a  small 
nublic  meeting  at  the  University,  and  a  small  membership  meeting.   None 
could  be  termed  really  successful.  He  is  a  research  type.   Not  an  effective 
speaker,  I  would  say.  He  is  recently  retired  from  a  Civil  Service  type  of 
research  position.   I  am  not  sure  of  his  potential  to  make  a  contribution 
to  your  educational  project. 

He  phoned  me  from  Washington  (Arlington)  a  couple  of  weeks  later 
and  incidentally  advised  me  of  the  death  of  John  Sheldon.  Now  that  is  a 
shock  to  the  organization,  I'm  sure.   Regardless  of  what  we  thought  about 
CHO  and  its  apparent  ineffectiveness  and  ineptness,  it  was  and  is  the  only 
administrative  head  that  the  organization  has.   I  am  sure  Sheldon  will  be 
hard  to  replace,  if  not  imnossible.  With  him  goes  much  of  the  background 
history  of  the  organization.  He  was  Scott's  'Man  Friday'  for  many  years. 
I  knew  him  slightly  in  the  Winnipeg  group  before  he  went  to  CHQ.   Arvid, 
I  wonder  what  is  going  to  happen  to  this  organization  and  its  body  of 
thought.  Where  is  the  renewal  that  the  times  call  for?  There  is  virtually 
no  sign  of  it.  It  seems  to  me,  if  renewal  is  denied  us,  our  last  ditch 
position  will  be  to  ensure  proper  credit  to  Scott  and  his  work.   Th^t  is 
our  'sine  qua  non'. 

This  letter  is  just  a  fill  in,  until  I  get  down  to  studying  your 
tapes,  and  your  ideas,  and  getting  more  of  your  material,  and  finally 
trying  to  make  a  contribution  on  my  own.  I  will  indeed  write  a  full 
explanation  of  the  chart  that  I  designed  for  the  Flow  of  Money,  along 
with  some  development  of  the  EiusxK^tx  design  itself.   And  I  am  interested 
in  working  with  you  and  your  colleagues  on  the  up-date  and  further  develop- 
ment of  the  Study  Course,  and  the  educational  materials  for  other  media 
based  on  it. 


And  thank  you  for  the  invitation  to  visit  you  and  partake  of  your 
hospitality.  I  am  sorry  we  could  not  make  it  last  Fall.  If  uldith  gK£ 
makes  a  really  good  come-back  we  may  turn  up  on  the  west  coast  yet.  In 
the  meantime,  best  regards  to  yourself  and  Pauline.

My  last  letter  to  you  was  3  Aug.  1980  just  prior  to  the  Vancouver 
Labor  Day  "Tot latch".   Fauline  and  I  did  attend  mainly  to  visit 
with  two  or  three  special  members.  Sorry  that  you  were  not  ableto 
make  it  to  Vancouver.  As  you  probably  have  heard  the  usual  committee 
meetings  and  review  of  the  pastlyear's  activities  were  discussed. 
In  my  view  most  of  what  transpires  at  those  meetings  is  a  rehash 
of  the  stagnant  condition  of  Tech.  Inc. 

We  did  have  a  nice  nisit  with  Boonie  Gebhardt,  Helen  Diemert,  Joe 
Gibson  and  Rupert  Urkhardt .   Since  that  time  several  things  have 
happened   that  you  may  know  about   and  others  that  may  interest  you. 
I showed  the  sound/slide  show  to  a  few  people  at  Urkhardt s  home. 
(could  not  get  time  on  the  agenda  at  the  education  committee  meeting) 
I  believe  most  of  those  who  saw  the  slide  show  were  favorably  impressed 
I  also  gave  copies  of  the  video  tapes  that  I  did  at  a  local  college 
to  Helen  Diemert  to  carry  back  to  Calgary  as  we  had  no  equipment 
in  Vancouver  on  which  to  view  the  tapes.  Helen  later  wrote  and   gave 
me  her  critique  which  I  greatly  appreciated.   Helen's  cmmments  were 
definitely  more  pertinent  and  intelligent  than  were  those  I  later 
got  from  John  Sheldon.  3onnie  Gebhardt  wrote  to  me  some  time  laeer 
and  said  she  had  shown  the  tapes  to  her  class  and  also  that  Jack 
Gregory  had  beet*  in  Calgary  and  he  had  taked  the  V'  casstte  back  to 
Edmonton.  Bonnie  said  she  had  a  friend  at  a  TV  station  whc  was 
interested  in  the  tapes.   I  have  not  heard  from  Jack  Gregory.  Do 
you  know  anything  about  the  tapes?  Has  iTack  played  the  tapes  yet? 
Have  you  seen  them?   I  am  very  interested  in  hearing  any  and  all 
comments   that  you,  Kack  or  anyones  else  may  have  concerning  the 
videotapes . 

About  two  weeks  after  I  had  given  the  video  cassettes  to  Helen 
DiemeEt,  CHQ  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Section  board  of  governors  in 
Seattle.  ChqQ  stated  very  positively  that  CHQ  PI   .  l  APPROVE  THE 
TAPES  for  distribution  .'  This  was  a  dissapointment  to  me  but  it 
also  was  an  irritation  for  several  reasons. 

1.  CHQ  did  not  have-the  courtesy  to  wri£  directly  to  me,  Although 
I  was  the  one  wh^  had  arranged  for  them  to  get  the  video  cassettes. 
CHQ  wrote  to  the  section  and  sent  a  carbon  copy  to  me. 

2.  The  faults  that  CHQ  found  with  the  tapes,  I  believe,  were 
not  sufficient  to  warrant  diasaproval  of  the  entire  tape.   There 
are  errors  in  them  I  know,  but  I  can  point  out  errors  in  practically 
every  publication  that  CHQ  has  ever  approved.  There  are  errors   in 
the  ould  study  course  book  too. 

31  CHQ  instructed  the  section  (not  Petersen)  to  inform  the  oollege 
where  the  tapes  had  been  produced  that  the  tapes  DID  NOT  HAVE  THE 
APPROVAL  OF  CHQ,  TECHNOCRACY  INC. 

Anyway  the  whole  matter  made  me  sore.  I  told  my  college  instructor 
about  the  letter.  He  said  that  he  thought  the  tapes  were  entirely 
satisfactory  to  be  in  the  school's  library  where  he  had  put  them. 
He  further  stated  that  he  really  did  not  care  whether  CHQ  approved 
them  or  not.  He  also  said  that  even  though  he  knew  very  little 
about  the  "organization"  the  letter  had  only  diminished  his  opinions 
about  CHQ.  He  said  John  Sheldon  appears  to  be  rather  "stupid".

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He  further  said  that  because  the  tapes  had  been  produced  as  part 
of  my  work  in  taking  the  course  under  his  instruction,  and  using 
the  college  facilities , ,thatb  CHQ  was  rather  presumptious  in 
writing  the  letter  at   all.   Don  hoore,  the  instructor  and  I  are 
quite  good  friends  and  he  has  obliged  me  with  a  number  of  favors. 
He  has  helped  me  make  six  se^s  of  duplicates  of  the  tapes.  I  have 
distributed  som«of  them  and  I  suppose  if  CHQ  hears  about  it  I  will 
be  expelled  from  Tech.  Inc. 

Joe  Gibson  of  Victoria  and  I  have  had  several  discussions  about 
rewriting  the  study  course.   I  feel  that  this  is  a  project  that  is 
long  over  due.  The  old  hard  cover  study  course  book  was  first  printed 
in  1934  and  last  edited  in  1940  although  the  final  printing  was  1947. 
e  book  is  very  definitely  "dated"  .   i^uch  has  ocarred  both  in  North 
America  and  all  around  the  world  in  the  past  40  years.   I  strongly 
feel  that  we  need  to  bring  Technocracy  into  the  1980' s  It  is  quite 
apparent   that  the  people  at  CHQ  have  neither  the  inclinati  n  nor 
the  ability  to  update  the  study  course.  I  feel  this  should  be  done 
and  1  am  goiing  to  try  to  see  that  it  is  done  with  or  without  the 
approval  of  CHQ.  I  have  written  a  few  pages  on  the  first  ten  l«ssons. 
Joe  (gibson  also  is  working  on  some  of  it.  He  and  I  will  get  together 
in  a  few  weeks  and  review  what  we  have  written.   I  would  like  your 
views  on  such  a  project. 

Joe  and  I  have  decided  that  it  should  be  printed  in  a  di fferent format . 
We  are  thinkg  of  8^  X  W?   pages  punched  for  insertion  in  a  3  ring 
loose  leaf  binder.  This  will  provide  flexibility  for  changes,  additions 
deletions  etc.  We  are  not  sure  how  it  will  be  financed  but  right 
now  we  are  concerned  mainly  with  getting  it  written.  Are  you  interested 
in  working  with  us  on  this  project? 

Walt,  remember  the  chart  that  you  designed  and  drew  up  about  the 
flow  of  money?  I  think  that  this  should  be  in  the  new  study  course. 

lso  think  that  maybee  more  than  one  chart  will  be  needed  to 
illustrate  it.   Would  you  be  interested  in  wriiiinp;  a  full  explanation 
of  the  diagram  suitable  for  the  text  in  the  study  course?   I  sure 
would  appreciate  you  thoughts  on  this.  And  also  any  ideas  that  you 
may  have  on  the  whole  study  course. 

Pauline  and  I  are  going  to  Hawaii  from  Jan. 10  through  the  25. 

In  the  meantime,  if  you  can  arrange  with  Jack  Gregory  to  view  tthe 
video  tapes,  I  certainly  would  appreciate  hearing  what  you  fellows 
have  to  say  about  them.

1.  Thank  you  for  sending  us  the  two  3/4"  vJ^eo  cassettes  produced 
by  Arvid  Petersen  while  attending  Southei.  l  Seattle  Community 
College.

2.  The  two  programs  have  a  lot  going  for  them.   Various  television 
techniques  were  well  used;  the  speaker  spoke  clearly  and  presented 
a  good  appearance;  the  ccntinuity  vos> excellent. 

3.  CHQ  would  have  liked  to  make  the  tapes  available  for  general  use. 
However,  there  are  certain  negative  features  which  persuaded  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Continental  Board  of  Governors  otherwise.

It  has  been  so  long  since  you  and  I  have  met  or  communicated  that" 

I  feel  many  things  have  happened  that  we  might  find  pleasant  to  discuss. 

First,  let  me  express  the  hope  of  both  Pauline  and  I  that  you  are 
in  good  health  and  that  Edith's  physical  condition  has  not  deteriorated 
We  have  been  relatively  fortunate  regarding  health.   I  suffered  an 
acute  coronary  in  Feb.  1979  but  have  recovered  to  a  large  extent. 
My  good  eye  is  stable  and  with  Pauline's  careful  guidance  I  managed 
to  alter  some  bad  habits  and  have  thereby  benefited.   Pauline  is 
feeling  quite  well  for  a  "girl"  in  her  middle  sixties.   I  try  to 
do  10  miles  on  the  bicycle  each  morning  during  the  summer  months. 

We  have  thought  of  you  many  times  and  because  the  annual  Labor  Day 
Weekend  in  Vancouver  is  only  4  weeks  away  we  wondered  if  you  had 
considered  attending.   Personally  we  are  not  much  interested  in 
their  usual  seminars  and  meetings  where  so  much  mutual  "back  patting" 
occurs..    We  have  not  attended  for  2  years.   However  there  are 
usually  2  or  3  persons  present  whom  we  enjoy  seeing  and  discussing 
the  serious  side  of  Technocracy's  approach  to  North  America's  social 
problems.  We  do  like  to  exchange  ideas 'and  talk  about  ways  to 
further  the  cause  of  Technocracy. 

I  am  writing  to  you  and  several  others  in  Canada,  hoping  we  can 
meet  in  Vancouver.

Last  Sept.  (1979)  I  enrolled  in  a  video  production  class  at  a 
nearby  community  college.   It  was  fun  and  I  learned  a  "smattering" 
about  small  format  video.   In  Winter  and  Spring  quarters  I  was 
able  to  produce  3  video  tapes.   (This  makes  me  feel  good  because 
CHQ  (Spitler)  and  3  or  4  members  in  Detroit  &  Windsor  started  a 
video  project  at  St.  Clair  College  in  Windsor  last  October  and  to 
date  have  not  even  agreed  on  a  script . 

The  first  tape  was  titled  "A  discussion  on  Technocracy"  .   It  was 
essentially  a  lecture  by  me  with  graphics  from  vu-graphs  that  we 
animated  slightly  in  post -production  editing.

They  are  available 
for  use  by  students,  staff,  faculty  and  the  public.   CHQ  has  requested 
copies . 

In  March  this  year, we  met  Mrs.  Lillian  Chapmen,  originally  from 
Canada, later  San  Francisco  but  currently  living  in  Everett  WA .   She 
had  plans  to  put  Technocracy  into  the  curricula  of  colleges   in 
this  area  as  a  credit  course.   We  met  with  her  several  times  and 
were  beginning  to  formulate  plans  to  do  this  when  she  sufferd  a  fatal 
heart  attack  on  15  July.   We  did  not  know  her  long  but  both  Pauline 
and  I  were  very  impressed  by  her  knowledge  of  Technocracy,  her  en- 
thusiasm, determination  and  dedication.   Her  death  left  us  deeply 
saddened.  We  are  going  to  try  to  continue  with  her  program.   CHQ 
had  given  tacit  approval  but  we  encountered  resistance  and  inter- 
ference by  some  of  the  fossilized  local  members.   This  credit 
course  project  is  one  of  the  subjects  we  would  like  to  discuss  with 
you. 

I  have  rambled  on  long  enough.   Do  hope  you  decide  to  come  to  Vancouver, 
and  also  plan  to  visit  us  here  in  Seattle.   Let  us  know.

Chapman  had  suggested  that  one  way  to  get  acceptance  La  t<  get  the  minimum  of  enrol- 
ment.  If  the  minimum  required  is,  say,  12  and  perhaps  10  enrolled,  2  Technocrats 
would  have  to  sign  up  in  order  to  prevent  cancel  1  a ti  >n. 

Cn  the  question  of  whether  or  not  we  should  advertise,  it  was   agreed  that  this  wa 
irrelevant  at  present.   However,  Carlson  suggested  that,  a  ,n>od  point  to  publicize, 
that  the  course  was  'a  breeze1,  wi  thout  homework,  would  earn  them  their  required  creel 
as  exam  pass  guaranteed. 

Discussion  on  what  should  be  the  title  of  the  Cour.".",  brought  out  such  phrases  as 
'Exit  Politics — Enter  Science1  nal  'Science  in  the  Social  Field.'  A  suggestion  tl 
including  the  word  'Technocracy'  might  be  a  deterrent  to  enrolment,  brought  an  o! jec- 
tion  to  avoiding  the  word.   Either  way,  it  was  concluded  that  the  Colleges,  at  least, 
don't  care  what  the  subject  Ls,  as  long  as  students  enroll.  Even  Comnunism  is  taught 
as  a  course. 

In  summary,  it  appeared  that  there  were  two  courses  of  action  op  which  work  shouli 
proceed  concurrently:  4 

1.  Rewriting  the  Study  Course. 

2.  Approaching  Colleges  (and/or  Universities)  to  determine  regulations, 
rates,  procedures  >f  registering,  and  acceptal  Llity. 


Rewriting  the  Study  b-i  r.-e — 

1.  As  Lillian  \  roposed  to  do  this  wort  herself,  it  was  agreed 
to  check  with  her  son,  Bob  McCoy,  as  to  whether  she  had  left  any  notes 
in  this  re  : 

2.  It  was  suggested  that  much  of  the  first  U,   Lessons  might  be  omitted,  ss 
the  material  is  now  of  a  more  elementary  nature,  being'  more  familiar  bo 
citizens  tl  an  it,  was  fifty  years  ago  when  the  original  was  prepared. 
However,  that  which  is  retained,  can  be  checked  with  Price  System  instruc- 
tors on  the  relevant  subject,  as  to  accuracy  of  figures  and  content. 
Most  authorities  on  a  subject  are  happy  to  share  their  knowledge,  and 
usually  give  freely  of   their  time.   It  was  also  suggested  that  most  of 
Lesson  20  (re  'Human  Animal')  may  be  omitted.   Updating  of  the  portion 

on  the  Price  System  should  contain  such  material  as  an  explanation  of 
the  Tri-Latera]  Commission.  Synthesis  portions  might  be  enlarged  upon; 
one  could  easily  talk  an  hour  on  housing  alone.   Petersen  suggested  b! 
every  lessor  should  contain  something  on  how  it  relates  to  survival. 

3.  The  names  of  various  members  known  to  be  experienced  in  research  and 
writing,  were  brought  up,  and  assignments  were  given  to  those  present 
to  contact  those  nearest  to  them  in  thi3  regard. 
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Participants  in  the  preparatory  research  need  not  go  so  far  as  writing  uj 
their  notes  Ln  final  form.   This  couLd  be  Left  to  3uch  personnel  who  wo 
be  assigned  (or  who  volunteered)  to  do  the  finished  text,  by  reason  of 
their  previous  experience  in  writing. 

Approaching  Colleger.    '    Lv »rsi tics — 

1.  Various  members  agreed  to  get  in  touch  with  the  relevant  institution  nearesl 
them  and  ask  what  steps  were  required  to  get  h   course  included. 

2.  Attempts  should  be  made  to  get  acquainted  with  the  institute,  its  grounds, 
its  courses  and  its  faculty,  in  preparation  for  Lnitiation  of  such  a  course. 
This  might  include  registering  for  a  Course,  as  at  Least  two  members  present 
had  already  experienced.   It  had  been  found  to  be  an  easily  opened  door,  and 
demonstrated  the  practicality  of  this  proposed  project.  One  member  present 
had  made  available  a  directory  of  the  faculty  of  University  of  Washington. 

3.  If  isked  where  it  was  previously  taught,  reference  could  be  made  to  Windsor's 
experience.  At  the  University  in  Windsor,  a  Techno  racy  Club  (formed  by 
students,  not  members  of  this  Organization)  was  active  for  some  time. 
(However,  Lnterest  had  fallen  away  as  the  particular  students  graduated.) 

It  was  also  pointed  out  that  a  credit  course  was  mice  accepted  by  a  Catholic 
College  in  Detroit,  but  it  had  to  be  dropped  because  not  enough  enrolled. 

L,.      If  relevant  I  >  liscussion  on  means  of  Lnstruction,  it  could  be  mentioned 

that  slides  (Vue-Graphs),  or  video  tapes  may  be  used.  (A  tape  with  Petersen 
as  speaker  was  Later  demonstrated.)  In  answer  to  the  question,  "Could  video 
tape  and  text  be  used  alone?1  Petersen  replied  that  there  was  nothing  better 
than  n  live  instructor,  though  the  video  tape  would  help.  (if  a  Course  were 
accepted  in  a  Seattle  College,  he  would  be  available  to  instruct.) 

In  winding  up  trie  meel  i  ,  Petersen  suggested  that  once  it  had  been  determined  who  i 
participate  in  the  preliminary  research  required  to  update  the  Study  Sourse,  a  port.i 
of  the  Course  could  be  a  iigned  to  each  such  member,  according  to  an  outline  he  would 
prepare  of  the  proposed  new  Study  Course.  All  portions  of  the  Course  should  be  :-  ;i 
related  and  each  participant  should  constantly  remember  the  Technocratic  goal 
premises.

1.  Introduction:   Suggest  some  dram^ic  music  of  a  suitable  nature  would 
help  the  sound  gap  while  the  opening  panels  of  title  etc.  are  showing. 

2.  The  definition  of  Technocracy  presented  here  puts  the  accent  on 
problems  of  our  society,  and  may  be  too  restrictive.   Since  problems 
are  omni-present  in  any  society  (Technocracy  would  be  better  at  solving 
problems,  hit  would  certainly  have  lots  of  then  due  to  viscissitudes  of 
weather,  etc.  etc.)  it  seems  we  should  use  a  more  comprehensive  defini- 
tion, invoking  the  potential  of  science,  perhaps? 

3.  The  problems  of  the  Price  System  as  listed  co*ild  be  illustrated  with 
additional  commentary  &  pictures  and  captions  if  time  permitted.   A  S^udy 
Course  series  could  do  it. 

4.0  The  flashing  caption  of  'Price  System'  is  effective  hit  can  be  a  dis- 
traction if  repeated  too  long.  The  illustration  supporting  the  caption 
if  of  the  simplest  of  Price  System  transaction* .  Perhaps  it  could  be 
supplemented  by  shots  of  a  busy  bank,  a  busy  stock  exchange,  a  busy  mid- 
east  bazaar,  or  a  modern  super-market,  etc. 

5.  Good  chart  work  I 

6.  This  tape  (a  dub)  shows  noticeable  distortion. 

7.  Over-all  views  of  the  chart  are  fuzzy  and  hard  to  read  on  this  tape. 
Close-up  views  are  OK. 

8.  The  reason  for  'levelling-off '  of  the  production  curve  is  not  'nothing 
can  grow  at  an  exponential  rate  indefinitely'.  That  suggests  that  physical 
limitations  are  the  cause  of  present  P  rice  System  scarcity  conditions, 
rather  than  the  limitation  of  the  market  place.  This  is  a  common  mistake, 
widely  promulgated  in  this  organization  these  days,  and  seems  to  derive 
from  M.  King-Hu bbert ' s  remarks  along  this  line.   It  is  of  course  true 

that  the  world  is  finite,  and  the  resources  it  provides  are  conceivably 
finite  in  a  cosmic  sense.   But  that  is  not  a  contemporary  or  a  prospective 
problem.   In  a  strictly  nationalistic  sense,  some  resources  in  the  US 
can  be  regarded  as  in  short  supply  under  present  techniques  and  rules. 
Tin,  for  instance,  always  has  been.  But  continental,  resources  are  much 
more  adequate.  And  of  course  they  can  be  supplemented  by  trade.  I  think 
we  haven't  really  begun  to  exploit  low  grade  ores,  either.   It  is  easier 
to  trade.  America's  economic  potential  cannot  be  delimited  by  particular 
scarcities  or  shortages.   It  is  America's  total  economic  potential  that 
must  be  kept  in  mind.   (Keep  in  mind  what  societies  such  as  Germany  and 
Japan  can  do  with  extremely  limited  resources.) 

And  that  brings  me  to  another  point  of  significant  difference  between  my 
view  -  my  understanding  -  and  the  current  official  'line'  of  this  organi- 
zation.  'Technocracy'  is  a  technique  for  the  distribution  of  abundance 
eq^lly  to  all  citizens,  and  was  so  conceived  and  designed  by  Scott  and 
the  original  founders.   A  'Price  System',  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  tech- 
nique for  the  differential  distribution  of  scarcity.  The  conver/se  is 
also  true.   If  we  are  faced  with  a  sustainable  abundance,  Technocracy 

must  be  used.   If  we  are  faced  with  continuing  scarcity,  Technocracy 
cannot  be  used. 
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The  term  'abundance'  needs  definition,  I  think.   See  p^ra.s  6  &  7/ of  the 
enclosed  Brief  to  a  local  Provincial  Government  Advisory  Committee.  It 
would  be  pointless  to  substitute  terms  such  as  'ample'  or  'sufficient' 
or  'plenty'.   They  are  all  synonyms  of  each  other.  Scott  used  the  term 
'abundance'  advisedly,  you  may  be  sure.   The  revisions  that  arc   being 
gradually  initiated  by  CHQ  the  last  several,  years  are  nothing  short  of 
a  disaster  and  can  well  be  fatal  to  the  organization,  in  my  view.
